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. CHAPTER 57

AN ACT to amend 13.35 (6) of the statutes, relating to the time for meet-
ing of the committee on remedial legislation.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

13.35 (6) of the statutes is amended to read:

13.35 (6) The council shall create in each biennium a committee
of 3 legislators, one of whom shall be a council member, to be known as
the committee on remedial legislation which shall consider such minor sub-
stantive correction measures proposed by the various agencies of state gov-
ernment as will improve the administration of their offices. The committee
shall meet at sepdas intervals in the interin belweon gine die adjouwrn-
ment and Aumest T of even years when the legislature is not in session
and invite the agencies of government to submit their proposals at such
meetings. The committee shall introduce in the house in which the chair-
man is a member those proposals which they consider desirable minor sub-
stantive correctional measures. The title and authorship of each proposal
shall indicate the agency affected by it. The revisor of statutes shall sit with
the committee as an advisor.
